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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a method of diagnosing PRC or a predisposition 
to developing PRC in a subject, comprising determining a level of expression of 
EphA4 in a patient derived biological sample. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-14, drawn to a method of screening for a compound for 
treating or preventing PRC, said method comprising contacting a test compound 
with a polypeptide encoded by EphA4 or contacting a candidate compound with 
a cell expressing EphA3. 

Group IV, claim(s) 15-20, drawn to a method of treating or preventing PRC in a 
subject comprising administering to said subject an antisense composition 

Group V, claim(s) 21 and 23, drawn to a method of treating or preventing PRC in 
a subject comprising administering to said subject a pharmaceutically effective 
amount of an antibody or fragment thereof that binds to a protein encoded by 
EphA4. 

Group VI, claim(s) 22 and 23, drawn to a method of treating or preventing PRC in 
a subject comprising administering to said subject a vaccine comprising a 
polypeptide encoded by EphA4 or an immunologically active fragment of said 
polypeptide, or a polynucleotide encoding the polypeptide. 

Group VII, claim(s) 24-25 and 27, drawn to a composition comprising a 
pharmaceutically effective amount of an antisense polynucleotide or siRNA 
against a EphA4. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 26 and 27, drawn to a composition comprising a 
pharmaceutically effective amount of an antibody or fragment thereof that binds 
to a protein encoded by EphA4. 
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Group IX, claim(s) 28-33, drawn to a method for treating or preventing cancer in 
a subject comprising administering to said subject a composition comprising a 
siRNA of EphA4. 

Group X, claim(s) 34-50, drawn to a double-stranded molecule comprising a 
sense strand and an antisense strand and a vector encoding said double- 
stranded molecule. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-X do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 26 is drawn to 
a composition comprising an antibody or fragment thereof that binds to a protein 
encoded by EphA4 as an active ingredient. Irving et al. (Developmental Biol., Vol. 173 
No.1 , pp. 26-38, 1996) teach detection of Sek-1 , the protein encoded by the EphA4 
gene, using antibodies. Therefore, the composition of Claim 26 is not novel over the 
prior art. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

If Group I is elected applicant must elect one method for determining expression 

level: 

• detecting the mRNA of EphA4 

• detecting the protein encoded by EphA4 

• detecting the biological activity of the protein encoded by EphA4 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

4. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The different 
methods have different reagents and method steps. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
